"A BRABECUE PICNIC” 


Usually by the time August and 
September have put in their appear­ 
ance all the ideas for socials and 
parties have become exhausted. 
One unusual way 
to 
entertain 
formally during late 
summer 
or 
early fall is to 
give a 
barbecue, 
either as a private party, or as a 
community affair for financial 
re- 
j turns. 
In the west and southwest such a 
manner of entertainment would not 
be unusual, for 
barbecued 
meats 
can readily be obtained,, and are al­ 
ways in evidence at the “ Rodeos” , 
fairs and picnics. 
Motorists 
who 
contemplate a p cnic party usually 
order plenty of barbecued m eat at 
the various stands devoted to th a t 
purpose. 
! 
From fifteen to thirty guests might 
be accommodated on i lawn for a 
party. 
If a community affair was 
planned it would be best to hold it 
i in a pxisture or a mead w.

When the barbecue is planned th*’ 
first preparation is to d g a trench. A 
good size for a nit for the lawn party 
J would be two feet deep,

This all may sound like lots of work 
but in reality very little work be­ 
forehand is required for the frolic.

The menu can all be 
furnished from 
farm er’s 
homes, 
•which lessens evnensee if the social 
is to he held for financial returns. 
The barbecue offers 
opportunity 
for picturesque costumes, and could 
take the form of a masquerade near 
Hallowe’en, the men coming attired 
as cowboys, ranch Kane#, 
Indians 
and Mexicans and the ladies may 
wear any outfit suggestive of west­ 
ern attire of days gone by, for the 
western woman of to-day does not 


dress any different than her eastern 
sister, except in the thrilling (?) 
western movie plays. 
Games can 
be played, an old fashioned square 
dance being appropriate. 
When all 
other forms of social diversions have 
failed try a “Barbecue" for the fun 
that everyone will derive from it will 
be worth the extra work.— The Hol­ 
stein Breeder and Dairyman.
